After careful consideration, it was 
found to be impractical to leave the 
burden of proof on the competitor for 
points earned in the past. A new com- 
mittee has been appointed — P.J. Hart, 
Ritchie Moorhead and Bob White. Ten- 
tative plans are for the committee to ob- 
tain a copy of all match results in- 
volved, retroactive through 1970. They 
plan to tabulate all points earned. |.B.S. 
and the competitors will come to 
mutual agreement on all retroactive 
points. Details, when finalized, will be 
published. If you have a collection of 
match reports let one of these com- 
mittee members know about it. We are 
well aware that some will be very dif- 
ficult to obtain, but a fine collection is 
under way. The committee will probably 
ask to borrow some of these reports. 

While on the subject of awards 
remember the new ‘‘Rookie of the Year 
Award” and the patch for 100 yd. and 
200 yd. winners at all registered tour- 
naments. All of these added awards 
represent a considerable expenditure 
on the part of your organization. 

The new 1976 rule book, as rewritten, 
should be available by the time you 
read this. It is suggested that you ob- 
tain one.

We did 
not sponsor it although we agree with it 
completely. We will not administer the 
keeping of records for it although | am 
on a committee to assist in researching 
the past records. It will be the com- 
petitors responsibility to provide his 
own totals which the IBS will verify 
before the award is given. Other than 
assisting in the research of past 
records and the reporting of those who 
have been granted the award this office 
has no authority to order, verify or 
distribute the awards. Don’t write to us 
in this regard. My mail pile is too tall 
now.

The design of the award has to be 
worked out yet but that will most likely 
come about before the summer 
shooting season so the shooters can 
probably anticipate full activity of this 
award system during the 1976 season. 
We think that is good and wish you 
luck in your quest for the Bronze, Silver 
or Gold award that you seek.

The last few issues carried comments 
on shooters who choose to fire less 
than the required number of shots at 
unregistered events or matches without 
backer systems. We also touched on a 
few situations in which gunsmiths were 
reportedly not producing quality work. 

Since that time | have been swamped 
with comments on both topics and | 
would like to share some of them with 
you. It appears that | opened a real can 
of snakes on each topic and | now have 
several piles of critters. 

On one side are those who agree that 
shoddy workmanship has no place and 
that dishonest shooters had better 
become bowlers or something which 
will get them out of our ranks. This list 
is the longest, as was expected, and 
most vocal with most who have talked 
to me or written with their comments 
expressing sorrow that we must be 
poisoned by the presence of other than 
honest souls. | join them in lamenting 
the passing of integrity from the lives of 
some of our associates. 

On the other side, | am finding that 
the problem is not limited to a single 
locality. Letters from several places in- 
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dicate that there are those who would 
cheat us on mechanical work in all cor- 
ners. Fortunately they are few in num- 
ber and will most likely be weeded out 
in time. May | reaffirm that the vast 
majority of our gunsmiths ARE OK by 
any standards and can be relied on for 
quality work at quality prices. Patronize 
them and the work done will be 
satisfactory and backed by their in- 
dividual guarantees which are more 
than fair. Enough said! 

The shooting of insufficient shots 
provided lots of interesting discussion, 
some not eligible for publication, and 
again the vast majority voted down the 
dishonest shooter and suggested that 
such competitors take a long walk 
down a long road to somewhere other 
than a rifle match. By the addresses of 
the letters | again suspect that this is 
not a limited problem. Ole Three Shot is 
alive and well in many communities as 
can be verified by many who watch 
what goes on during a rifle match. 

Fortunately there are not many of 
them and they do not stay with the 
game for long. They soon tire of it and 
move on to other activities which are 
more conducive to cheating. May their 
passing be swift!

A separate series of trophies will be 
awarded to competitors using ‘‘as from 
the factory’’ 40XB-BR’s, in the Heavy 
Varmint event. Trophies will be for 1st 
thru 3rd, in the Grand. In addition, a 
40XB-BR will go to the ist place 
finisher; 2nd place will receive 1000 
Remington 224’s; and 3rd place 1000 
primers. 

All shooters interested in competing 
in the 40X classification must be pre- 
registered; i.e., their registration must 
be received by May 15th. 

Rifle eligibility will be determined by 
Remington’s Jim Stekl, who will serve 
as technical referee. 

Of course, entry in the 40X class does 
not affect eligibility for all other cash 
and merchandise awards.

| have the BR bug, and | 
millions of questions. | hope you will 
answer some of them for me. | plan on 
building a BR rifle and | need con- 
siderable information. | don’t want a so- 
so rifle, but one that would be able to 


have 


hold its own. Normal bedding and 
Glued in actions would be no trouble to 
me, nor would adjusting loads that 
would be accurate for the rifle. 

| noticed in your column that you 
mentioned something to the effect that 
a Mauser type action could be made to 
be competitive BR rifle. | assume that 
this would be by the use of a block un- 
der the action. If this is true would you 
draw a rough sketch as to the length of 
the block with regard to the screw 
holes in the action? That is, would the 
block extend over both screw holes or 
in between the screw holes? Would you 
suggest using new screws in the block 
or use the original screw holes in the 
action? (I realize that many mauser ac- 
tions are bent by tightening the rear 
screw). 

Or would you forget the Mauser ac- 
tion in favor of a Rem. 700-600-660 or 
the XP100? How much is a sleeve 
needed on the 700-600 in 222 caliber 
and how mush is the sleeve needed if a 
.308 or 7mm Mag is used in 700 Rem? 
And, of course, the XP 100 in 222; 
Would this have to be sleeved? 

On accurate cartridges. | assume that 
you would prefer these with the small 
primer and cartridges such as the 222, 
6x47 — rather than the 243-6mm, 6mm 
Rem. Int or 6mm/250. 

What | have planned on was a XP100 
in .222 caliber, no sleeve and Leupold 
24X or Lyman LWBR. Is there any 
reason why one of the Rem. actions 
would be better than the other such as 
the 700 VS 600 or 660 or XP 100 in the 
222 type cartridges? And the same in a 
308 cal. 700 or 600? 

| definitely want a competitive BR 
rifle. | suppose that there is no car-

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tridge which would give an increase in 
speed over the 222 type and still be 
competitive. Any ideas on the 220 
Russian? Will the cases be available? | 
assume that this Russian will only fit 
the 222 type bolt face?

P.S: Have you tried an improved type 
cartridge 40 degree shoulder in an 
attempt to help burn powder ef- 
ficiently? Not for more speed, for ef- 
ficiency. 

When the Mauser action was men- 
tioned we were talking about epoxy 
barrel bedding. This method leaves the 
receiver floating in the breeze. The only 
problem with this method is that a long 
scope is required for best results. It 
should be mounted on the barrel and 
receiver at the ends of the epoxy. If a 
short scope is mounted on the receiver 
some vertical dispersion can be 
introduced. 

With this method of bedding the 
Mauser will work fine assuming you 
have a good trigger. 

Sleeving is not necessary when 
epoxy barrel bedding is used.

There is no doubt the small primer 
cartridges are better in .222 and 6 mm. 
In .308 the big primer takes over. Of the 
Remington actions | prefer the 40X, but 
| must admit that accurate rifles are 
built on all of them. 

The Pindell Palm cartridge seems to 
be shooting well. Availability of cases is 
something which will need to be deter- 
mined. It couldn’t possibly be worse 
than the availability of .222 Mag.

This award is designed to give credit 
to the shooter who, perhaps, never 
finished first in many years of com- 
petition yet has always been steady in 
placing well up the list at the matches. 

It is almost impossible to recognize 
the steady shooters without giving 
credit to the winners. IBS feels that the 
award as presented takes into con- 
sideration both the winners and those 
who shoot well but never shoot their 
way into first place. It is hoped that 
credit for excellent performance will fall 
on all who deserve it. 

The system for awarding points was 
drawn up by a committee which was 
chaired by P.J. Hart. At the Winter 
Meeting, he presented the system to 
the membership. Carl Lynn appointed 
an ad hoc committee to look at the 
system and consider changes or

revisions in it to make it satisfactory to 
the majority of those present at the 
meeting. This committee met during the 
lunch break and expanded the 
coverage and increased some of the 
point totals in various categories. 

Presenting the original proposal here 
would serve no purpose as the revised 
plan was the one that was accepted. It 
is sufficient to state that the revised 
plan included more opportunities to 
gain points than the original and the 
revised levels of the award contain 
higher point totals than the original. 
The new balance is in favor of the 
shooter. 

The Precision Rifleman Award con- 
sists of three levels. The first being a 
bronze award which can be achieved 
by collecting 30 points. This level is 
relatively easy to reach and there are 
many who have obtained, or passed, 
this distinction. Many more are within 
each reach of this first plateau. 

The Silver Award comes with the ac- 
cumulation of 60 points. It is a bit hard- 
er to obtain but reflects only double the 
original point total. There are some who

have reached this stage and most likely 
there are those who will reach it in the 
not-too-distant future. It is a level at 
which the recognition is a bit greater 
than the bronze award. 

The Gold Award is the highest and 
requires the accumulation of 100 
points. Adding a bit more than the 30 
point step from Bronze to Silver, the 
Gold Award will take some doing. It will 
also be the ultimate award for the com- 
petitor who has done well over a long 
period of time. 

The winners of the Gold Award will 
treasure it for its difficulty. Surely it will 
take much time to obtain this rank. In 
addition, the competitor will have a 
treasure of memories to go with it. 
There are some who are close enough 
to make the category a realistic one yet 
it will remain a star to hang a dream on 
for many of us. With such a goal the 
competition cannot help but improve 
over the next few years. 

In additon to the regular awards IBS 
will recognize a ‘‘Rookie of the Year’ 
for each year. To be eligible for this 
award the shooters must be in their first 
year of competition. The new shooter 
with the highest point total would be 
recognized and awarded a trophy of 
appropriate quality. This should spark 
some interest among the beginners in 
the sport. 

The points which the competitors can 
accumulate will be granted in the 
following manner. (See Minutes on 
Page 14 of this issue). 

The surprising thing about all this is 
that the points sort of sneak up on the 
shooter. Many who thought that they 
did not have points have indicated to 
me that they are in striking distance of 
one of the awards. Surely this 
recognition of excellence will inspire 
others to count up the points for con- 
sideration in the award category. 

In the interest of assisting you in 
gathering your point totals we are 
printing the following tally sheet (which 
is unofficial) for your use. Mark all the 
dates, places and positions which you 
have accumulated since the beginning 
of IBS competition and total your 
points. 

At a time later this year, you will be 
contacted by IBS and your point total 
will be verified.

MAKING BULLET JACKETS 
WITH CORBIN DIES 


Editors Note: Some time ago the Corbin 
dies arrived on our desk. Not being ex- 
perienced in bullet making | promptly 
bowed to superior experience and sent 
the equipment along to Rick. Here is a 
shooter with vast knowledge of the 
bullet making game. | have been for- 
bidden to reveal how long his ex- 
perience really is but it goes way back 
there to when this type of equipment 
was a necessity. Rick will tell it like it is 
and this is good. Keep this column in 
mind for further comments on the Cor- 
bin line.

D. R. Corbin Mfg. Co. of North Bend, 
Oregon makes a number of items for 
the handloader and supplies a number 
of products for the gunsmithing trade. 
Among these are dies for making bullet 
jackets for .224 and 6mm bullets, core 
moulds for rifle and handgun bullets 
and dies for making jacketed bullets. 
These dies we have in hand, and are 
becoming familiar with the number of 
operations necessary to make bullets 
with these tools. The dies and equip- 
ment we have are for making .224 
jackets and bullets. 

The first operation we explored was 
the making of bullet jackets from rimfire 
cases. This is not a new idea. It was a 
common practice before WW II. During 
the war it was the only source of bullet 
jackets. The late Harvey Donaldson had 
several sets of dies for that purpose. 
Shortly before Harvey’s passing, we 
made bullets with these dies in his 
shop. The results were quite im- 
pressive. To be sure, they lacked the 
‘perfection we demand in bench 
shooting competition, but were ac- 
ceptable for hunting and informal target 
shooting. 
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In the early 1940’s, the late Vernon 
Speer, founder of Speer, Inc., made 
bullets for the trade using R.F. cases 
with machines that he had designed 
and built to obtain reasonable produc- 
tion levels and bullet quality. These ac- 
tivities developed into the outstanding 
selection and quality bullets which 
Speer supplies today. Many others were 
involved in formal and informal ac- 
tivities using the rimfire case as a 
jacket. 

Before making bullets with the Cor- 
bin dies, we made up a quantity of 
jackets from R.F. cases. We will then 
make cores with Corbin’s core mould 
and finally make bullets with the dies 
using the jackets made from R.F. cases, 
as well as commercial jackets and lead 
wire. Then we will do some shooting 
with these bullets to see how they will 
perform. 

First, we need fired R.F. cases. These 
are free and you can’t beat the price. 
We can use .22 shorts, longs, L.R. or 
.22 WMR depending on what weight 
bullet we want to make. The .22 WMR 
case is used for longer and heavier 
6mm bullets. Following the directions 
with the die, we selected a bullet 
weight of 52-53 grains and used the 
L.R. cases recommended. 

As with all things in this handloading 
business, we want every item to be as 
uniform as possible to obtain an ex- 
cellent finished product. Therefore, it 
stands to reason that we should select 
our fired R.F. cases from the same size 
and manufacturer to eliminate any dif- 
ference in size concerning length and 
wall thickness of the finished jackets. 

A supply of fired Remington standard 
velocity L.R. cases was obtained and, 
following the instructions that come 
with the die, we washed the cases to 
remove all dirt. We then baked them in 
the oven to dry and anneal them. The 
instructions say that the cases should 


be baked between 500 and 700°F, but 
they do not say for what period of time. 

Some experimentation will be 
necessary for best results. Upon 
heating the case, the first effect is to 
relieve stresses in the R.F. case without 
loss of strength. 

After a certain temperature, softening 
commences and proceeds rapidly with 
each increase in temperature. The 
period of time during which this critical 
temperature is held determines the final 
characteristics of the metal in the case. 
Because we have no idea of what the 
physical make-up of the metal is for any 
paricular case make we have no true 
guidance of time and temperature. 

Therefore, the need for trying dif- 
ferent periods of time for this annealing 
operation is evident; along with dif- 
ferent temperatures between the 500 
and 700°F as indicated in the in- 
structions. 

If the R.F. case is too hard for the 
forming of jackets, and later bullet 
making, the heads of the cases will pop 
off during forming and cracks will 
develop. Too soft and the punch will 
push through the head of the case 
during forming. Stretching will produce 
cases with uneven wall thickness and 
length. 

For our first try we used 550°F for 
thirty minutes. This appears to be 
somewhere in the right area of time and 
temperature. We experienced limited 
problems later during jacket forming. 
This is probably one of the most critical 
operations if we are to make acceptable 
jackets and bullets. 

Now the fun part of the operation 
starts. The die set for making jackets 
consists of a die, a punch, an ejection 
disc and an ejection bushing. In- 
structions with the die, along with good 
detailed photos, make initial set-up a 
snap. The punch fits into the standard 
reloading ram, such as RCBS and 
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The die set; left to right, die, punch with 
shell holder base, ejection bushing and 
ejection disc. 


others. Along with the die set comes a 
healthy supply of special draw-die lube 
which Corbin recommends. It proved to 
be the right lube for the job and so far 
we haven't tried any other. 

Following the instructions, which in- 
clude all the difficulties you might ex- 
perience and what to do about them, 
we adjusted the die for the first 
operation; Ironing off the rim and 
starting the forming of the body of the 
case. Here it is important to follow in- 
structions closely or the difficulties 
forecast in the instructions will show 
up. 

One thing held us up for a time. The 
pin on the punch which goes into the 
shell holder base pulled out. This is a 
press fit. We had to stop the operation 
and silver solder the pin into the hole. 
We were back in operation in short or- 
der. 

Continuing with the instructions, the 
die was readjusted and all cases were 
pushed through the die for final form- 
ing, using lots of draw-die lube. If 
instructions are followed closely, you 
will have little trouble making up a sup- 
ply of jackets in short order. They all 
have a ‘‘U’’ centered on their base from 
the headstamp on the case. The trip 
through the oven for annealing makes 
them somewhat dull, but our finished 
jackets look like the pictures in the in- 
struction manual. 

Cases before forming were .606’’ to

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.616” long. Our finished jackets were 
.711” to .719” long. Wall thickness was 
.010” 1/4 of the way up the jacket and 
.008’’ at the mouth, giving us a slight 
taper of .002’. Wall thickness error 
averaged .0005” with as little as .0002’’ 
and as much as .0007”. This is more 
error than the benchrest competitor- 
bullet maker will live with. But this 
amount of error does not preclude 
making perfectly acceptable bullets for 
hunting as well as informal target 


shooting. .22 R.F. case and finished jacket. 


The price list that came with the die 
set lists the cost as $16.50. There are 
three different sets: For .224 bullet 
jackets, 6mm jackets and finally 6mm 
from .22 WMR cases. To convert the 


.224 dies to make 6mm jackets there is 
a conversion kit at $4.00; and to convert 
the 6mm die to .224 jackets a con- 
version kit for $2.50. See the Corbin ad 
in Precision Shooting for further in- 
formation. 

For the handloader that likes to work 
at the reloading bench and shoot the 
results of his labor, these dies will do 
the job of making acceptable bullet 
jackets for bullet making. There will be 
some time spent in getting the best 
results from this product. For example, 
the proper annealing of the case before 
forming and die set-up. If the effort is 
made and instructions with the dies are 
followed closely, there should be no 
problem. The dies are finished in a nor- 
mally acceptable machine finish with a 
high degree of finish inside the die 
where it counts. At the price this die set 
sells for, we can’t expect a high degree 
of finish on the outside. In a word, the 
die set is as advertised. 

In the near future we will report our 
experiences with the core mould, the 
bullet making dies and finally, results 
on the range.

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IN MEMORIAM 
Harry I. Madden 


Harry Madded died of a heart attack 
in a Brisbane hospital on December 5, 
1975. 

Many who read this will, in all 
probability, be seeing Harry’s name for 
the first time, and almost as many will 
wonder who he was, and why is he 
commemorated in the pages of 
PRECISION SHOOTING. 

Harry Madden was the Director of 
Benchrest Activities for the Sporting 
Shooters Association of Australia. 
When one thinks of Harry’s devotion to 
our sport, and his dedication to 
precision shooting’s growth and well 
being, there is a natural inclination to 
recall others who have invested so 
much of themselves — people like the 
late Bob Hart. 

We were privileged to know Harry 
Madden. Our correspondence, involved 
with the recent visit to Australia of a 
group of Canadian and U.S. shooters, 
had been extensive and had laid the 
foundation for what was a warm and 
rewarding relationship. 

Harry Madden was a true in- 
ternationalist, absolutely and_ totally 
dedicated to the idea of competition 
between shooters from different coun- 
tries. If Harry had even a provincial in- 
clination, it was never apparent to the 
writer. When he spoke of benchrest, he 
spoke of all benchrest. 

Which is not to say he was not fier- 
cely proud of Australian advances in 
the sport. He shared, with almost all of 
the shooters we met, a determination to 
attain parity with the Yanks, whom he 
so admired and respected. 

Harry Madden was something very 
special. The sixteen visitors who were 
graced with his company in November 


will, | Know, all bear witness to the 
man’s charm, consideration, and great 
good humor. 


He was a small man, with the heart of 
a giant. He spoke with the softest of 
voices, and one sometimes had to bend 
forward to catch every word... but the 
extra effort was always worthwhile, for 
he was a man of extraordinary per- 
ception, and what he had to say was 
always worth hearing. 

Benchrest has lost a champion, and 
our sympathies go out to his family, and 
the community of Australian shooters 
who have so long relied upon his 
presence. There are those who care not 
a whit about anything that takes place 
beyond the reach of their own myopic 
vision, and they have suffered a loss, 
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the significance of which is beyond 
their understanding. 


But most, | suspect, understand that 


it will be the Harry Madden’s who will 
ultimately bring benchrest up to its 
potential. 

Harry Madden is dead. We can but 
hope that someone will step forward, 
and carry on with his plans. And, 
knowing a bit of the Australians, this 
would seem to be assured.
